Mt. Vernon Plaza Sculpture 
By Melvin Edwards Dedicated 


The dedication of Melvin 
Edwards’ sculpture, commis- 
sioned for the Mt. Vernon Focal 
Point Park was held recently. 

Edwards was chosen for the 

_ commission in July 1980 aftera 
seven member selection panel 
reviewed the work of over 400 
entrants and the models sub- 

, mitted by five panelists. The 
panel also considered com- 
munity response in making 
their final decision. 

Edwards work is 20 feet high 
and is constructed of brushed 
stainless steel. Primarity work- 
ing with three structural motifs, 
Edwards’ work incorporates 
the circle/half-circle, triangle, 
and chains. 

The sculpture is symbolic of 
the neighborhood's efforts at 
revitalization and incorporates 
the door-way like forms of the 
entire Mt.. Vernon complex in 
its design. 

Edwards designed the piece 


for the Focal Point Park, a 
pedestrian and performance 
space located within the 
development at 20th and Mt.

Black Firm Set To Build 


Steel Mills In Ni 


By FELIX HOOVER 
(Columbus Bureau) 


Officials for Garland Enter- 
prises say construction will 
begin immediately on a $43- 
million steel mill project in 
Anambra, Nigeria. The 
announcement by company 
president Howard Garland 
comes on the heels of the sign- 
ing of funds transfer docu- 
ments in downtown Columbus 
last Thursday. 

Garland also says that nego- 
tiations are “in progress” for 
othefprojects which are part of 
a $250-million economic 
development package. Within 
the next two years he expects 
to begin construction of five 
other steel mills throughout 
Nigeria. 

Having demonstrated that 
American firms can success- 


fully negotiate with Nigerians, 


he hopes his efforts will serve 
as a model.for-other black 


entrepreneurs to engage in 
commerce with Nigeria. His 
organization is prepared to set 
up an African Trade Institute to 
serve as an informational link 
between Nigeria and American 
businesses. 

Because Americans tend to 
conduct business at a faster 
pace than Nigerians, U.S. firms 
must learn to develop a great 
amount of patience in dealing 
with African officials. Now that 
Garland’s organization has 
‘demonstrated how to effec- 
tively deal with Nigerians, he 
expects other black busi- 
nesses to take advantage of 
opportunities in resource-rich 
Africa.

Teenagers’ video game prob- 
lem is an epidemic, for we've 
had 12 cases of such so far this 
year. It's a brand new social 
problem among these kids, 
Monte J. Crockett, chief intake 
counselor with the Franklin 
County Juvenile Center, said. 

Crockett said 90 percent of 
those cases involved teenag- 


ers, who were either teasing or 
harassing their peers, while 
playing the video game. 

He said eight of those cases 
have been solved, while two of 
them were referred to the refe- 
ree or court for disposition. 

Crockett said whenever they 
receive complaints from par- 
ents about their children being 
beaten or harassed on the 


defendants’ parents for a reso- 
lution of the matter. 


He said, “If we can resolve 
such cases without taking 
them to court, we normally 
recommend that parents put 
their children under house 
arrest, pending change in 
behavior.”
